Wright, vice president and 
sales manager of the Plano 
operation of Paula Stringer 
Realtors, has served the 
Plano Y as a board member 
for three years and is 
currently a director of Collin 
County Board of Realtors, an

First 
Presbyterian Church of 
P la n o , 
m e m b e rsh ip 
chairman of the Plano 
Rotary Club, a director of 
the Plano United Way, and a

Marketing Executives. 
Over 200 volunteers will be 
involved in the campaign 
which will seek to raise 
sustaining funds to support 
the Plano Y in its program 
for youth in the community. 
This year marks the tenth 
year of existence of the 
Plano. Started as an ex­ 
tension of the Richardson 
YMCA, the local branch has 
grown 
d ra m a tic a lly . 
Offering program and ac­ 
tivities for all ages, the Y is a 
family service organization. 
The Y was l»*ought to the 
Plano area by the Jaycees in 
1966. The first campaign 
produced $3,500 and was the 
start of one of the most 
amazing success stories of 
any YMCA in the Dallas 
area. 
Currently some 3500 boys, 
girls, moms and dads enjoy 
programs including football, 
baseball, basketball, soccer, 
wrestling, swim team, judo, 
swim lessons, recreation 
swim, day camp, pre-school 
swiin lessons, tumbling, 
karate, adult fitness, a 
multitude 
of 
informal 
education classes. Indian 
Guides and Indian Princess 
programs, and many more. 
The goal for this year’s 
sustaining campaign has 
been set at $50,000 ap­ 
proximately 33 percent of 
the Y budget for 1976. 
Membership and program 
fees 
account 
for 
the 
remaining 67 percent.

James Stephens and Joe 
Mashburn, 
both

Program chairman is Laura 
Hargett, last year’s co­ 
chairman in the campaign.

campaign has continued to 
enable the Y to keep 
meihbership fees at a level 
so all people in Plano may 
participate, and so that the 
YMCA can sponsor youth 
and families who wish to 
participate, but do not have 
the funds. 


“Because of this cam­ 
paign, the YMCA has never 
turned away anyone due to 
an inability to pay for a 
membership,” 
Waddell 
conunented. 
Tile Plano YMCA is one of 
only five Y’s in the Dallas 
area which does not receive 


funds from the United Way. 
“The community has been 
very good to the YMCA. The 
staff 
and 
board 
of 
management have worked 
very hard at being fiscally 
responsible in 
the ex­ 
penditure of funds,” stated 
Charlie Lout, Y executive 


director. “We have made 
every attempt to hire local 
people and make our pur­ 
chases locally.”

In an effort to help raise

According to a spokesman 
for the Civitans, Cloyd 
Sweeny, the concert is 
scheduled 
for 
8 
p.m. 
Tuesday, March 16, in the 
Plano Senior High School 
gymnasium, and tickets for 
the affair will go on sale 
Saturday, 
Jan. 
17, 
throughout the city. 
The Civitans will be 
assisted in their project by 
the Wildcat Band Boosters 
Club, and all proceeds from 
the concert will be used to 
help pay for the Wildcat 
Band’s trip to a Washington, 
D.C., international band 
festival in May. 
“The Navy Band is on a 
concert tour of the United 


States during the Bicen­ 
tennial celebration and we 
feel very fortunate that we 
were able to secure them for 
a performance in Plano,” 
Sweeny stated. He added 
that the Plano appearance 
will be the only one in the 
Dallas area this year. 
The band consists of 55 
musicians of solo ability on 
one or more instruments and 
is considered one of the 
finest bands in the nation. Lt. 
Cmdr. Ned Muffley is the 
director. 


Sweeny said that ail 
Civitan and Booster Club 
members will have tickets 
for sale. However, final 
prices have not yet been 
determined. 
“We plan to announce the 
prices and other locations 
for ticket sales sometime 
next week,” Sweeny con­ 
cluded.

Shick said permits for 
additions were issued for six 
residences and three retail 
establishments in Decem­ 
ber. Six other permits were 
also issued. 
The total value of permits 
issued in December was 
$3,741,900 while $46,526,537 in 
permits were issued during 
1975. In 1974, a total of 
$44,716,927 in permits were 
issued. 


Shick said his department 
also issued 139 electrical 
permits, 
229 
plumbing 
permits, 151 heating and air 
permits, 13 sign permits, 75 
fence 
permits, 
eight 
swimming pool permits and 
one moving permit. 
During 1975, 2,111 elec­ 
trical, 1,863 plumbing, 1,363 
heating and air, 179 sign, 876 
fence, 198 swimming pool 
and seven moving permits 
were issued by the city.

The Planning and Zoning

The log must be submitted 
to the City Secretary by the 
tenth of each month for 
public inspection. Casual 
social contacts, contacts by 
the utility with city em­ 
ployees not concerned with 


the regulation of rates and 
services 
and 
routine 
inquiries initiated by the city 
manager or other city of­ 
ficials will not be required to 
be logged. 
In a related matter, the 
ordinance granting Lone 
Star Gas Cc. a franchise to 
furnish and supply gas to the 
general public in Plano will 
be given a second reading.

544. 
County approval is also 
sought by the North Central 
Texas Council of Govern­ 
ments to serve as the health 
systems agency for a 19- 
county area, and the Collin 
County Memorial Hospital 
will be seeking approve of 
the December financial 


statement and accounts 
payable. 
In other activity, the 
commissioners 
are 
to 
consider the awarding of a 
bid for the construction of an 
enclosed buildng for the 
Collin County Youth Park, 
and they will hear a request 
from Assistant Ctmnty Agent

A service agreement for 
elevator maintenance will be 
considered, as will a review 
of

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Chou’s Death 
Changes Little

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Both Sir Winston Churchill 
and that talkative senior 
American 
official 
who 
travels aboard Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger’s 
plane have had apt words for 
deciding what the death of 
Premier Chou En-lai means 
for Sino-American relations. 
Churchill said in 1939, “I 
cannot forecast to you the 
actions of Russia; it is a 
riddle wrapped in a mystery 
inside an enigma.” 
Read 
“ China” 
for 
“Russia.” 
And that senior American 
official, asked recently upon 
leaving Peking to say what 
would happen after the 
passing of Chou and Chinese 
Communist party Chairman 
Mao Tsetung, made an 
especially teddy bear face 
He said, “Anyone who 
says he knows the answer to 
that is either a fool or a liar 
But if a definitive answer 
must wait upon events, there 
are some useable hints and 
omens. These include: 


S e n i o r 
A m e r i c a n 
diplomats say privately they 
do not expect Chou’s passing 
in itself to have any im­ 
mediate effect on U.S.- 
Chinese relations. 
They report Peking is not 
guided by any one person’s 
whim but by an almost 
awesome and very chill 
policy reasoning. 
Thus, 
China did not move into ping 
pong and then heavier 
diplomatic 
sport 
with 
America for any but the 
toughest of 
geopolitical 
reasons, chiefly a fear of 
Russia. 
Chou died Wednesday but 
had been a weaker and 
weaker voice in Peking for 
more than a year as illness 
consumed him. Thus his 
influence on SinoAmerican 
policy, of which he was an 
architect, probably had 
dwindled to near nil months 
ago. And no great change in 
Washington-Peking 
relat­ 
ions appeared. 
. 


A far greater time of nail­ 
biting in Sino-American 


relations will come when 
Mao dies. He is 82 and able to 
cross conversational swords 
with visiting VIPS still. 
President 
Ford 
and 
Kissinger on their Chula 
visits reported no signs (rf 
Mao’s leadership collapsing. 


But collapse it will. And 
that will bring on a crunch. 
For no Peking leader but 
Mao has been credited with 
making such monumental 
decisions as deciding to 
dicker with America. 
Chou was the brilliant ad­ 
m inistrator, the m aster 
executor of policy. But it was 
Mao, to anyone’s reckoning, 
who called the shots, who 
made the decisions. 


Thus when Mao goes, the 
hand that has ruled China 
since 1949 will be gone Past 
rivals for power got the ax: 
Lin Piao, said to have 
perished in a plane crash 
while fleeing after a coup 
attem pt, 
and 
countless 
lesser fellows becoming 
unpersons in some rural 
banishment 


But when Mao has gone 
and with his chief lieutenant 
Chou already dead, the 
faceless crowd of second- 
ranking 
Chinese 
will 
produce a new leader. The 
new leader conceivably 
could decide the moment has 
come to spurn America and 
kiss and make up with 
Russia.

BEAUMONT, Tex. (UPI) 
— From a low mound on the 
prairie four miles south of 
town a wildcat test blew over 
the top of a derrick 75 years 
ago and with a roar heard 
around 
the 
world 
the 
Spindletop oil field was bom. 
That explosion of black 
fury at the Lucas Gusher 
created the nation’s greatest 
oil field, opened the Gulf 
Coast for oil development, 
began the modem petroleum 
industry and thrust America 
into the liquid fuel age. 
The gusher was the first 
major oil strike in Texas. 
In Titusville, Pa., 42 years 
before, Col E.L. Drake 
drilled a shallow well and 
began smallscale produc­ 
tion. In those days 50 barrels 
a day was considered good 
production and the oil was 
used 
mostly 
to 
make 
kerosene for lamps and for 
lubrication. 
Spindletop made 800,000 
barrels in nine days before it 
was even capped. 
“Spindletop started a real 
boom,” millionaire wild­ 
catter Michael T. Halbouty 
of Houston said recently. 
“Why, the potential there for 
one year (in 1901) was more 
than the entire world was 
producing. 
“Spindletop told the world 
there was enough oil in the 
ground 
to revolutionize 
industry and the standard of 
living for people. Spindletop 
stands as a fountainhead of 
American progress and 
prosperity,” Halbouty said. 
Founders of three great oil 
industry giants — The Texas 
Company, Gulf Oil Corp. and 
the Humble Oil and Refining 
Co. — first entered the oil 
business 
at 
Spindletop. 
Cities like Houston, Dallas, 
Corpus 
Christi 
and 
Beaumont became com­ 
merce centers in the post 
Spindletop hysteria. 
B efo re 
S p in d le to p , 
Beaumont was a sleepy 
logging town of 10,000. 
Almost 
overnight 
the 
population doubled and the 
reek of liquor and gas fumes 
went hand-in-hand with 


instant millionaires who 
paid $6-a-barrel for water 
when oil was selling for 3 
cents a barrel. 
Wildcatters, roughnecks, 
gamblers and others lived in 
tents, slept in the streets, 
settled arguments with six- 
shooters and would pay $250 
for a night’s rest in a real 
bed. 
Halbouty said the initial 
Spindletop boom 
lasted 
about three and a half years, 
then ran on for another 
seven before petering out. A 
second boom hit the field in 
the early 1920s when he was 
a youngster. 
• The first job I ever had in 
my life was at Spindletop,” 
Halbouty said. “I worked 
there in high school as a 
water boy. I carried water 
there from one rig to another 
and they gave me 50 cents a 
day.” 
Today, Halbouty, who has 
a pretty good track record as 
an 
oil 
prophet, 
owns 
producing wells on the 250 
acres that mark the original 
site of Spindletop 
Since Spindletop, Texas oil 
men have drilled some 
630,000 oil and gas wells, 
according to the Texas Mid- 
Continent 
Oil 
& 
Gas 
Association. From these 
wells, more than 40.5 billion 
barrels of crude oil and 188 
trillion cubic feet of natural 
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gas have been produced. 
More than 
125,500,000 
barrels of oil came from 
Spindletop. For 40 years 
after 
its 
development, 
Spindletop had expenditures 
of $750 million a year or 
more than enough every nine 
months to build a new 
Panama Canal — built 
originally at a cost of $525 
million. 
Recently, Texas oil men 
and Gov. Dolph Briscoe 
commemorated the dream 
of amateur geologist Patillo 
Higgins who ran out of 
money trying to find the oil 
and the success of the in­ 
terested 
Capt. 
Anthony 
Lucas, an Austrian mining 
engineer who proved to 
skeptical oilmen his theory 
that oil reservoirs were 
concentrated around salt 
domes. 
They gathered on the

Do you have either a son or 
daughter attending a school? 
If so, do you know whetter or 
not you can claim your child 
as a dependent on your tax 
return? 
According to an area CPA 
who will instruct a two-night 
tax course at Williams High 
School, if your child was 
under 19 years of age in 1975 
or was a student at 
a 
recognized 
educational 
institution—no matter what 
age—for

five 
calendar months in 1975, 
then you might be able to 
claim an exemption for that

Humoral Theory had dominated 
western medicine since the time of 
Galen and thatole boy lived in first 
entry.

never heard of the humoral theory 
so there must have been something 
good derived fron all the mess the 
patient was put through.

The Press And The 
Continentals March In

It was bitterly cold on 
Christmas Day, 1776. After 
dark that night it began to 
snow and soon a howling 
storm developed. 
Despite the bad weather, 
momentous events were 
underway, because General 
Washington had planned an 
attack 
on 
the 
H essian 
garrison that the British had 
left at Trenton, N J. 
Leaving the fires of their 
camp on Hie Delaware River 
opposite Trenton, about 240C 
Continentals marched the 
nine miles northward to 
McKonkey’s Ferry where 
the river was about 1,000 feet 
wide 
Bloodstains in 
the 
snow “from the feet of men 
who wore broken shoes” 
marked the painful march. 
At the ferry the seamen of 
Colonel 
John 
G lover’s 
Fourteenth Regiment were 
waiting 
to 
row 
the 
Am ericans 
across 
the 
Delaware. 
Dangerous Gamble 
Crossing the river would 
be incredibly difficult, if at 
all possible. The current ran 
swiftly, 
carrying 
with it 
large chunks of ice. Ven­ 
turing out on the Delaware 
on that pitch black night in a 
raging storm was very risky 
business. 
Fully aware of all this, 
Washington was still willing 
to take the daring gamble. 
“Victory or Death” was the 
countersign he gave for the 
day. 
Perhaps it was a desperate 
gamble, but after the losses 
and 
re treats 
of 
1776, 
American morale was at a 
low ebb. Something had to be 
done to restore confidence 
and to obtain support for the 
Continental Army. 
With 
many enlistments ready to 


run out at the end of the 
year, 
W ashington 
was 
determined to get one more 
battle out of the men 
New Pamphlet 
Tom Paine’s new pam­ 
phlet, 
“ The 
American 
C risis,” which had just 
appeared, was intended to 
rally American spirit; 
it 
may well have expressed 
Washington’s own feelings 
In words that have become 
im m ortal, 
Paine wrote. 
“These are times that try 
men’s souls. The summer 
soldier and the sunshine 
patriot will, in this crisis, 
shrink from the service of 
his country; but he that 
stands it NOW deserves the 
thanks of man and woman. 
Tyranny, like Hell, is not 
easily conquered. Yet we 
have this consolation with 
us, 
that the harder the 
conflict, the more glorious 
the triumph.” 
Such persuasive rhetoric 
helped 
uplift 
Am erican 
spirit, and showed clearly 
the power of the press. 
Crossing Begins 
At 
McKonkey’s 
ferry, 
Glover’s men went about 
their difficult task. As the 
heavily laden boats pushed 
out into the dark river with 
its churning current, the 
men were hard put to handle 
them. 
Huge pieces of ice that 
slammed against the sides of 
the boats had to be pushed 
aside. Cursing the numbing 
cold and ice forming on oars 
and poles, they struggled 
back and forth with their 
cargoes. 
Much depended on , the 
cannon entrusted to Colonel 
Henry Knox. In foul weather 
when priming pans got wet, 
muskets were unreliable; 
but cannon could be used in 
any kind of weather. The 
successful ferrying of the 
heavy guns across the river 
was therefore a critical part 


of the whole operation. 
March Begins 
By three o’clock in the 
morning, the entire force 
had been moved to the New 
Jersey 
shore 
and 
W ashington im m ediately 
ordered the march toward 
Trenton One division under 
General 
John 
Sullivan 
followed the river road; the 
other 
led 
by 
General 
Nathaniel Greene marched 
on a road two miles east. As 
the roads converged they 
formed the main street of 
Trenton. 
The 
surprise 
of 
the 
Hessians was complete as 
the Americans attacked at 
about 8 o’clock. All was 
confusion 
and 
disorder 
among the Germans that 
sleepy morning. 
Colonel John Fitzgerald of 
the Continental Army gave 
some explanation in his 
diary for Dec. 25: “They 
m ake a 
great 
deal 
of 
Christmas in Germany, and 
no doubt the Hessians will 
drink a great deal of beer 
and have a dance tonight. 
They 
will 
be 
sleepy 
t o m o r r o w 
m o r n i n g . 
Washington will set the tune 
for them about daybreak.” 
Arrogant Leader 
Colonel Johann Rail, the 
Hessian com m ander had 
a r r o g a n t l y 
c a l l e d 
W ashington 
and 
the 
A m e r i c a n s 
“ c o u n t r y 
clow ns.” 
He 
had 
not 
bothered 
to 
build 
for­ 
tis cations at the important 
outpost at Trenton. 
A courageous officer, but 
also “a lover of strong liquor 
and stout women,” Rail had 
been celebrating the night 
before. He had to be called 
twice 
the 
morning 
of 
W ashington s attack and 
soon fell mortally wounded 
as he tried to organize his 
men. Colonel Rail paid 
dearly for his scorn of the 
Americans. 


It was all over in about 45 
m inutes. 
Some 
of 
the 
Hessians escaped, but over 
900 surrendered. As the 
exhausted colonials sampled 
the Germans’ liquor freely, 
Washington decided not to 
carry his attack further into 
New Jersey. The prisoners 
were brought over to Penn- 
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Sylvania. By Dec. 30, an 
American force of over 5,000 
men had been assembled at 
Trenton. 
New Force Sent 
Sir William Howe, stung 
by the news of Washington’s 
victory, quickly sent about 
6,000 troops under General 
Cornwallis to retake Trenton

and, if possible, to capture 
W a s h i n g t o n . 
A f t e r 
prelim inary 
skirm ishing 
near Trenton, Jan. 2, 1777, 
Cornwallis thought he had 
the 
com m ander-in-chief 
trapped. “At last we have 
run down the old fox,” he 
wrote, “and we will bag him 
in the morning.” 
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That 
night, 
however, 
leaving their camp fires still 
burning, the A m ericans 
slipped away in the darkness 
around to the rear of Corn­ 
wallis and 
m arched to 
Princeton by morning. Here 
they met more British forces 
on their way to Trenton. 
During the early fighting, 
it seemed that the colonials 
might be routed by a bayonet 
attack. When the main body 
of Continentals reached the 
scene, however, Washington 
was able to drive the British 
back with heavy losses. 
After this quick thrust, the 
tired Americans marched 
off the northeast, and on Jan 
6. 
1777. 
W ashington 
established winter quarters 
in the hills and woods at 
Morristown, N J. This was a 
strong defensible location on 
the British flank 
Cornwallis—cursing 
his 
luck as he raced back from 
Trenton—didn’t 
dare 
to 
attack Washington in his 
new position. At this point. 
G eneral 
Howe 
decided 
against further action that 
w inter, and pulled back 
forces from his advance 
posts in New Jersey.

Cornelius’ Conversion

Acts IO and ll deal with the 
conversion of Cornelius and 
his household. 
In Acts 11:14, we find that 
Peter is to tell them how to 
be saved. In 10:43, Peter 
indicates belief is in order to 
remission of sins. In 11:18, 
God granted Cornelius and 
his household repentance 
unto life. The only command 
is in 10:48, be baptized. A 
God-fearing, moral man, 
lost without Christ, had a 
specially sent messenger of 
the Lord tell him to believe, 
repent, and be baptized. 
The Philippian jailor was 
told in Acts 16:31 to “believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ and 
thou shalt be saved and thy 
house.” lf they did not also 
mention baptism, how did 
this Gentile heathen idol 
worshipper come to be 
baptized the same hour of 
the night, (v.33)? What kind 
of trust did these people 
have? 
In Acts 19:1-6, the 12 men 
of Ephesus, who had been 
baptized 
by 
John 
the 
Immenser, were “taught the 
way of the Lord more per­ 
fectly. After this, they were 
baptized to receive the ind­ 
welling presence of the Holy 
Spirit. Is this complete 
o b e d i e n c e ? 
Wh a t 
denominational barriers did 
these men have to break 
down? After all, wasn’t 
John’s baptism good enough 
for Jesus? Sound familiar 
today? 
According to Gal. 3:26-27, 
by faith we become children 
of God through baptism 
(New birth). Faith becomes 
operative when it issues in 
obedience. If we get “into 
Christ’’ by being baptized 


into Him, doesn’t that help 
make plainer such passages 
as John 10:9-10 and John 
14:6? 
We are baptized into His 
death and buried with Him 
through baptism, according 
to Romans 6:1-11. Having 
been “begotten” or “con­ 
victed” by the Word of God 
(I Pet. 1:23) and having 
come to 
the 
point 
of 
crucifying the old man of sin, 
if we don’t bury him he sure 
wiU stink up the place. We 
are told here that if we ex­ 
pect to be resurrected like 
Jesus, we will have to be 
buried like Him, in baptism. 
Just as dead dogs don’t 
move, dead faith doesn’t act. 


by the blood of Jesus we are 
cleansed of our sins. Where 
do we come in contact with 
this Wood? Where does your 
blood run, inside your body 
or outside your body? 
Absurd? About as absurd as 
the thought that you can 
come in contact with the 
blood of Jesus outside of His 
body. 
According to Gal. 3:27 we 
are “baptized into Christ,” 
into His body (I Cor. 12:13). 
Is it any wonder that Peter 
said “baptism doth also not 
save us” (I Pet. 3:21)? 
Neither Peter nor anyone 
else is advocating that the 
water of baptism take away 
sins, but baptism does have

two factions in 
Duval 
County. 
Arthur Mitchell last week 
argued several of the state’s 
key witnesses would go any­ 
where at any time to testify 
against Carillo. A Carrillo 
defeat, he argued, would 
leave control of county 
politics to a faction formerly 
headed by the late George 
Parr, known as the “Duke of 
Duval. 
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Now Mitchell says he will 
subpoena 
Rep. 
Terry 
Canales, D-Premont, who 
drafted the impeachment 
resolution against Carrillo, 
in an effort to prove the 
charges are political. 
“I think his testimony is at 
the focal point of the entire 
case,” Mitchell said. ‘‘I 
think it was a political fight 
between the Parr and 
Carrillo factions. The Pan- 


faction found themselves 
defeated, so they tried to 
retaliate by removing the 
judge from office, and when 
they couldn’t do that they 
tried to impeach him.” 
Canales has denied he is 
aligned with the Parr fac­ 
tion, but he has represented 
members of the Parr family 
in legal matters and was a 
pall bearer at George Parr’s 
funeral. 


Canales introduced the 
impeachment resolution in 
the House near the end of the 
1975 sessions, and called a 
number of witnesses — most 
of 
them 
identified 
as 
political allies of the Parrs - 
to show misconduct on the 
part of Carrillo. 
The House met in special 
session in August, and in 
three days approved IO 
articles of impeachment
